CHICAGO, April 2.—All concessions 
previously offered to trainmen and con- 
ductors on 42 Western railroads were 
withdrawn today by the committee rep- 
resenting the genera] managers of the 
roads, after the trainmen, who have 
voted to strike, offered to accept the 
railroads’ proffer of ‘an increase in 
wages of Sto per cent provided the work- 
day was reduced to nine hours. 

Following the sudden acti6n of the 
railroads in withdrawing all offers, the 
delegates representing the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors and Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen went into conference 
at 2 p .m. with the representatives of 
the general managers and Chairman 
Knapp of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and United States Commission- 
er of Labor Neill. 

The indications when this conference 
began were that it would be the final 
one in the present crisis and that if a 
peaceful settlement of the dispute was 
to be reached all concesstons or propo- 
sitions must come from the employes. 

(hairman Knapp of Interstate Com- 
Commerce 8H en and Labor Com- 
missioner Neill worked hard all day 
and night to get some conciliatory ex- 
pression from the general managers. 
but at «very turn they were met with 
the decluration, ‘‘We have nothing more 
to concede.”’ 

As a matter of fact, it is very doubt- 
ful at this time if it would be possible 
for the men to get as good terms as 
were offered them last November, when 
the first meetings were held. They 
have accepted the increase of 19 per 
cent, but insist on their demand for a 
nine-hour day, and the general mana- 
gers say that this will not be granted, 
even to prevent a strike. 

This was the positive statement 
made to the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent late yesterday afternoon by Sla- 
son Thompson, head of the . general 
managers’ press bureau. Mr. Thomp- 
s0n went further and said that if any- 
thing’ was to be arbitrated all ques- 
tions would have to be reopened and 
that there would be.no midway arbi- 
trating. That means that hours. 
wages and general working conditions 
will have to be arbitrated. his posi- 
tion comes as a big surprise to me

Firemen Watching Affairs. 


Officials of the Brotherhood of I - 
motive Firemen are still heepthe a 
watchful eye on the situation. This or- 
poateation might have been working un- 
er a new agreement now, were it not 
for the fact that the officials held out 
for a nine-hour day. On this proposi- 
tion the firemen say they are prepared 
to g0 along with the trainmen and con- 
ductors. While they are taking no 4di- 
rect part in the present conference, the 
genéral managers realize that they are 
only waiting for a settlement of some 
kind and that immediately after grant- 
ing a nine-hour day to the trainmen 
and conductors would come a demand 
from the firemen for similar conditions. 

Negotiations have not been finally 
broken off, but the situation is so 
strained that the end may come at any 
time. The Federal officials will make 
another effort today to bring about an 
agreement, but even they cannot con- 
ceal the fact that they are bewildered 
and haven't the remotest idea as to how 
peace is to be maintained. 

Both sides did considerable figuring 
yesterday. The deduction made by the 
general managers was that the majority 
of the men do not want a strike, and, 
hulding this opinion, it seems that they 
are determined to throw the responsibil- 
ity for a rupture upon the shoulders of 
Grand Masters Morrissey and Garret- 
son.

The men will be called to testify and, 
under the Dowling law, they will have 
to tell what they. know of the business, 
who ran it and who protected it, or 
go to jail. Sensational exposures are 
expected shortly and the statement is 
made that Mr. Jerome hopes to un- 
cover the elusive ‘“‘man higher up.’’

ARBITRATION. 


Government has no more right to force arbitra- 
tion in this country than those whose refusal to 
arbitrate differences threatens to damage the pub- 
lic have to refuse it in the hope of gaining a -patst 
for thefwselves at public expense. 

Arbitration may necessitate compromises on 
both sides. It usually does, because in both the 
business and the politics of this country it is a 
habit for both sides to ask more than either ex- 
pects to gain or to concede, In business ag well 
as in politics, it is supposed to be “good politics?’ 
to “leave a margin: to. work .on” under the principle 
which governs the, man who runs for President 
when he expects to be nominated for - vice-presi- 
dent, or for Justice of the-Peace when fhe most he 
really expects is the nomination for Constable. 

If fair arbitration eliminates claims of this kind 
on both sides, it does not *thréaten either side in 
any dispute with anything except fairness. 

Fair arbitration in disputes between railroad 
mafiagers and railroad operatives offers them the 
hest, if not the only sure. method of being just 
to each é6ther and also to the public. As for the 
public, its expectation and its demand is for jus- 
tice from both sides,

THE RUSSIAN FAMINE, 

If half.the people of the United States were in 
danger of death by starvation, the country would 
be stirred to intense activity to prevent such a 
catastrophe, There are 30,000,000 people in Russia 
who, unless outside aid is forthcoming, will find it 
difficult to maintain life until the next harvest. 

The present famine in Russia is the.worst since 
that of 1891-1892, when 60,000 persons perished in 
a single province. This year, unless speedy assist- 
ance is forthcoming, the death list in that one prov- 
ince will reach 200,000. 

All this suffering is due to the failure of crops— 
something which is not impossib?@in America, as the 
great drouth a few years ago showed us. It is a 
dreadful affliction, on a people who are at the same 
time suffering from the effects of a great war and 
are struggling in desperation against the stupid 
tyfanny of an antiquated, parasitical government. 

After making an appeal to Americans for aid for 
the sufferers by famine in China, it is an unpleasant 
duty to make an appeal for those suffering in Rus- 
sia from a similar evil. But all these human be. 
ings, menaced by death from no fault of their own, 
are our flesh and blood. As we deal with them in 
this emergency ‘we may e to be dealt with in 
the balance which is infallibly struck in human af. 
fairs. 

It is said that $5 will be sufficient to save a 
human life in Russia if sent at once. That is a very’

Sunday morning there was another 
conference, at which the trustées de- 
manded that their ‘‘Queen”’ preve that 
she is not Ann O’Delia Diss de Bar and 
has not masqueraded at times under 
that clever lady’s large assortment of 
aliases. “‘Mother’’ Elinor rolled her eyes 
and shouted as of old and. announced 
that she would meet the reporter Mon- 
day morning and make them take back 
the horrid things they said about her. 
About midnight Sunday night, however, 
a carriage and dray were seen to drive 
up to the Windsor home of the Rollers, 
where “Mother” Elinor had been stop- 
ping since her return. Half a dozen 
trunks were loaded on the dray and the 
““Queen”’ and her private secretary, Da- 
vid Livingston Mackay, drove off in the 
carriage: 

Some of the Rollers were awake, but 
recognizing the right of their queen to 
go where she pleased and at the time 
she pleased, said nothing. 

“Mother” Elinor and her secretary left 
no address with their dupes. It is said 
they will remain in Canada for the pres- 
ent, for Mackay is not really needed in 
the United States on account of having 
served a term in jail. 

Monday the-Rollers issued a formal 
statement denouncing ‘‘Mother” Elinor 
as a fraud. They will not admit as yet 
that they believe she is Diss de Bar and 
has been convicted of crime under so 
many other names.

Boyce.was shot by a burglar whom he 
ran off his beat to capture early Sun- 
day, a few hours after his resignation 
had gone into effect. He had remained 


on the force Sunday to make sure 
of serving his full time. 

The prevailing sentiment of the ‘%-- 
partment favors a liberal interpreta- 
tion af the rules. governiny the relief 
fund. If the -Executiye Committee cf 
the Relief Association decides that the 
child is not entitled to the money, a 
subscription probably will be made up 
in the department. Chief Creecy 1ias 
declared that he would head the list. 

Boyce’s body was shipped to Fortuna, 
Mo., for burial Monday night. Seret. 
William Smith and a detail of seven 
men escorted the body from an under-| 
taking establishment at 1 North 
Grand avenue to Union Statién. Capt. 
Wilson of the Manchester Avenue Dis- 
trict, to which the dead policeman was 
attached, was at the station. The cof- 
fin was covered with flowers. 

James Shaw, an negro arrested early 
Sunday, was thought by the police to 
have been connected with the murder 
of Beyce. Powder stains were found 
on his hands and on a revolver in his 
pocket. Later investigation showed that 
Shaw was in a cell at the Central 
District Station at the time the shoot- 
ing occurred 

Shaw was arrested with another 
negro, William Washington, at 3:15 a. 
m. It was ascertained that the shoot- 
ing took place half an hour later. Shaw 
‘is charged in a warrant with highway 
teak and with carrying concealed
